- 
Trank Sinatra Jr., completing 
two days on the witness stand, 
set the theme for the govern­ 
ment’s case against three men 
charged 
with 
kidnaping 
the 
young singer. 


Under day long cross-exami­ 
nation 
Friday, young Sinatra 
repeatedly parried attempts of 
defense attorneys to prove their 
contention that he was aware 
of the incident and cooperated 
from start to finish. He denied 
emphatically that the kidnaping 
was a “ publicity hoax.” 


Sinatra taken from his Lake 
Tahoe motel room Dec. 8 by 
two men — one of whom was 
armed with a revolver — and 
released on Dec. ll after his 
father paid $240,000 in ramsom. 


In direct testimony and un­ 
der 
cross-examination, 
young 
Sinatra admitted he was fright­ 
ened but said he was under no 
physical restraint. Nevertheless 
he did not make any outcry or 
try to escape during the auto 
trip from the Lake Tahoe area 
to a Southern California hide­ 
out. 


Speaking in measured tones 
and with assurance beyond his 
years, he said he did not want 
to start any trouble because at 
least one of his kidnapers had 
told him “ there would be shoot­ 
ing” if he raised an alarm. He 
said he did not try to attract 
attention at a Nevada-Californ- 
ia roadblock or at a stop for 
gasoline enroute South because 
he f e a r e d innocent persons 
might be hurt. 


But he admitted he told his 
captors he hoped they “ would 
get away” with it. The defense 
is expected to hammer at this 
point further when Sinatra re­ 
turns to the witness stand for 
more 
cross-examination

day.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States prepared today to 
grant asylum to Soviet Secret 
Police officer Yuri I. Nosenko 
who told a Russian Embassy 
official in a dramatic confron­ 
tation Friday that he wanted to 
stay in this country.

closed that Nosenko was inter­ 
viewed Friday somewhere in 
Washington by the Russian of­ 
ficial. Nosenko was said to have 
informed the Russian that he 
did not want to go back to the 
Soviet Union. 


The department said that the 
36-year-old Nosenko. described 
as a staff official of the KGB. 
Russia’s multi-purpose security 
and 
intelligence agency, 
also 
was interviewed sometime Fri 
day by an official of the Swiss 
Embassy here.

Strike Shuts 


Airlines 


MIAMI (UPI) — Reservations 
agents, 
porters 
and 
clerical 
workers threw up picket lines 
at National Airlines facilities 
early today closing ‘down the 
nation’s sixth largest air car­ 
rier with the tourist season at 
its peak. 


Pilots, flight engineers and 
mechanics promised to observe 
the picket lines of the Air Lines 
Employes Association (ALEA) 
forcing the shutdown of Nation­ 
al operations in 40 cities and 15 
states. 


I he pickets appeared prompt­ 
ly at 12:01 a.m. EST, the strike 
deadline set early in the week 
when negotiations over a new 
contract bogged down. 


The 
airline 
announced 
two 
hours after the strike started 
that it had accepted a recom­ 
mendation of Labor Secretary 
Willard Wirtz that the airline 
and the union resume bargain­ 
ing ‘‘with the assistance of the 
National Mediation Board and 
the secretary of labor.” 


A National spokesman said 
the recommendation included a 
provision that the parties agree 
to submit to binding arbitration 
issues unsettled after five days, 
and that National immediately 
resume operations if both par- 
ties agreed to the recommenda­ 
tion. 


Union spokesmen could not be 
reached immediately to com­ 
ment on the proposal and na­ 
tional’s acceptance. The union 
earlier, however, turned down 
arbitration proposals agreed to 
by the airline. 


Only basic pay and differen­ 
tia l pay stood in the way of an 
agreement on a new contract. 


National said it offered the 
1,800-member union a $2 million 
raise over a three-year period, 
but that the ALEA wanted $2.8 
million in wage increases plus 
fringe benefits.
